CATALONIA  is  alr.ioft  throughout 
extremely  mountainous.  I'he  na¬ 
ture  of  the  country  appears  to  have  great 
influence  on  that  of  the  inhabitant'  ,  wi.o 
are  a  harJy,  active,  indiiftrious  race,  of  a 
rnicU’le  (ize,  brown  complexion,  and 
ftrong  features;  their  limbs  well  knit  to¬ 
gether,  and  by  education  and  practice 
inured  to  the  greateft  fatigues  ;  tlierc  are 
lew  lame  or  diflorted  pei  fons,  or  beggars, 
to  be  met  with  among  them.  Theii  mo- 
cr»s  or  mule-bovs  are  'lout  walkers  ; 
tome  of  them  have  been  kn«>wn  to  go 
from  Barcelona  to  Madrid,  and  !)ack  a- 
gsin,  in  nine  tlays,  which  ijy  the  high 
mad  is  6co  nvilf  s. 

'Fhe  lofa  of  all  their  irronunities,  the  ig¬ 
nominious  pvoliibitlon  of  every  weapon, 
^ven  a  knife,  and  an  cr.crinoiis  load  of 
taxes,  have  not  been  able  to  hide  tlicir 
independent  fpirit,  which  breaks  out 
Upon  the  lead  hrf'tch  of  arbifr.iry  pr,v/c»'; 
but  within  tliele  le  w  years,  rriaiiy  of  ihcir 
antieut  privileges  have  been  gradually  re- 
hored  ;  and  this  is  at  prilent  one  of  the 
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mofl  flcuririjing  provinces  of  Fpaln.  'Mk-t 
taxation  is  hill  very  high.  A!I  tr  ije  ij 
allelfed  according  to  tlie  biitinefi  yi>'» 
are  ih^poled  to  tranla ‘t  in  tlie  comic  of 
the  year,  without  reganl  to  your  lofs 
gain.  One  mode  of  ecDeO'ring  the  reve¬ 
nue  is  Ibmcvvhat  fuignUr  ; — the  iuten- 
dant  (who  manages  all  the  iinanccs,  and, 
behdes  numherlei*.  cn.oliinumts  and  feert  t 
piol'its,  receives  (me  third  of  all  tiu*  fei* 
zures  of  contraband  go(»d^,')  has  a  ceitani 
ruinber  ofcleiks  or  appientiees  ^'i'h  \ 
hipend  for  each  allowed  by  the  Kinc.

cliaiiiecl  lo  1  he  table,  tor  llie  tile  <’f  all 
comers.  The  good  order  iruintaiiied  by 
the  po'ice,  and  the  vigilance  of  the  thiet- 
takeis,  Inpp'v  the  place  of  ilefcnlive  wea¬ 
pons,  rt»bbiiics  and  murders  being  lel- 
dom  heard  of ;  you  may  walk  the  llreets 
at  barcclona  al  all  hours  unarmed,  with¬ 
out  the  leah  apprehcnlion,  prf>vi*!ed  you 
have  a  light  ;  without  it  you  arc  liable  to 
be  c^rrie^’i  to  I'rifon  by  tlie  patrole. 

'I  he  rr.inones,  or  thu  Uaktrs,  are  men 
of  truft  and  coidbieration,  an.d  of  appro¬ 
ved  courage;  their  drefs  is  that  ot  the 
niiquelet*^  (^r  nnniniaineers,  who  fo  cruel¬ 
ly  harr.'dTc  !  tin  French  arnties  in  the  wars 
at  the  begiri’.iiig  of  our  century.  They 
wear  their  hair  in  a  net  ;  a  broad  fdvt  r- 
laced  hat,  fquee/.ed  flat  like  thofe  of  the 
Engliih  faiiors,  hung  on  one  fide  of  their 
head  ;  arj  liandkerchiet  loolcly  tied  round 
the  neck  ;  a  fliort  flriped  wa.flcoa:,  and 
over  it  a  id  jacket,  with  large  filver  but¬ 
tons  like  b*  r.s  dangling  from  it;  a  blue 
Ikirt,  bound  with  yellow  tape,  rolled  fe- 
verai  times  iTiir.d  their  waift,  in  which 
they  carry  Iheir  knife,  handkerchief,  &c. 
Over  this  jacket  they  wear  two  crofs 
belt.',  one  an  ammunition  pouch,  the 
other  for  th'.  ir  broad  fworc!  and  pidols  ; 
or*  tlie  leit  liioulcler  liangs  a  blue  great 
coat  embroidered  with  white  thread; 
iheii  breeches  are  Mac  and  white  fti  iped  ; 
their  Itockings,  rolled  beb'  w  the  knee, 
and  gartered  whth  an  enormous  buckle, 
and  bunch  of  black  ribbons,  reach  only 
down  to  the  arkle,  where  they  tie  feveral 
rounds  of  bine  fillet  very  tiglit,  to  keep 
on  their  packthread  fandals,  that  fceiii 
fcarce  to  cover  their  toes. 

Tfie  comiti(>n  drefs  of  a  Catalan  Tailor 
or  muleteer  i.>  brown,  and  llie  dlftin^livc 
mark  tiy  whicii  they  are  known  in  Spain, 
13  a  red  woolen  cap,  falling  forwards, 
like  that  of  the  ancit  nt  Phrygians.  The 
middling  iort  of  people  and  artificers 
wear  hats  and  dark  clothes,  with  an  hair- 
wide  coat  caiclelsly  loficd  over  ilie  Ihoiil- 
der**. 

I'iie  drefs  of  the  w  omen  is  a  black  filk 
petticoat  over  a  lit  tie  hoop,  fiiocs  with¬ 
out  heels,  bare  fliuiildcrs,  and  a  black 
veil  Aittencd  out  with  wire,  fo  as  to  arch 
out  on  each  fide  of  the  l*cad,  foinelhing 
refembling  the  hooded  ferpent. 

The  Catalans  are  ixccllent  for  light 
infantry,  on  the  forlorn  hope,  or  for  a 
coup  de  main  \  but  though  brave  and  m 
dcfaiigabk,thcy  arcaverfe  to  the  ftriitneis 


ofrega'ar  difeipline,  iinicfs  it  be  in  their 
own  national  regiments.  They  cannot 
brook  the  thoughts  of  being  menial  iVr- 
vants  in  their  own  country,  but  will  n. 
ther  trudge  it  all  over  with  a  pedlarb 
pack  on  their  ftioulders,  or  run  about 
errand?,  than  be  the  head  donudlic  in  a 
a  Catalan  family.  Far  from  home  Ih^y 
make  excellent  fervants,  and  molt  of  the 
principal  houfes  of  Madrid  have  Catalans 
at  the  head  of  their  affairs.  They  ar.'thc 
genera!  muleteers  and  ca]tfiie:-os  of  Spain  : 
you  meet  with  them  in  every  par*  of  the 
kingdo'n:  their  honefty,  ncadinefs,  and 
Idbiiety,  entitle  them  to  the  confidenre 
of  travellers,  and  their  third  alter  lucre 
makes  them  bear  with  any  harcljhips. 
With  good  W’ords  you  will  always  h-d 
them  dv>cilc,  but  they  cannot  bear  hard 
iifage  or  opprobrious  laiiguagt. — 

The  devotion  of  the  Catalans  feems 
to  be  pretty  much  on  a  par  with  tliat  of 
their  neighbours  in  the  Ibutliern  previn- 
ces  of  France,  and,  I  am  told,  much  ku 
ardent  than  w'e  fiiall  find  it  a-  we  advance 
into  Spain  ;  but  they  ilill  abound  vuli 
flrange  pra^^fices  of  religious  and  loc?.l 
worfliip.  One  very  odd  ic’ca  of  theirb  i?, 
that  on  the  ill  of  Ivovembe^*,  the  eve  of 
All  So  ils,  they  run  abo'it  fro-n  hoiifc  to 
hout'e  to  eat  chefnuts,  believing  that  for 
every  chtfnut  tliey  fwallow  wlih  pvo.-tr 
faith  and  imbtion,  they  fliall  dciiver  a  foul 
out  of  purgatory.

TOHN  MATTHIESON  was  boro  in 
Greiiia  green,  a  few  miles  noftli  of 
CarlKle.  His  father  was  a  mill-wright. 
and  lived  in  great  reputation  as  an  ho- 
:kieft,  induftrious,  ai.d  even  ingenious 
man  in  hh  piofeflioii. 

Y(  ung  Matthiefon’s  diligence  and  fo- 
briety  icon  began  t(»  lecommend  him  in 
the  line  of  hufinefs  in  which  he  was  left 
by  his  father  ;  and  in  a  very  Oiort  time 
he  made  llillt  to  maintain  his  mother 
and  hflcr  in  a  very  decent,  reputable 
manner,  jn  conferjuence  of  the  whole 
tenor  {'f  his  cendudt,  he  became  univer- 


him  ;  but  if  once  the  love  of  gain  takes  sq 
undue  hold  of  him,  the  conlcquciiee  very 
otten  proves  fatal. 

For  the  truth  of  this  afTcrtion,  Mr 
Matthiefon  may  be  adduced  as  hu  in- 
Itance.  From  a  knowledge  in  the  mill, 
wright  bufinef?,  he  attained  to  making  of 
clockvS,  and  cleaning,  repairing,  aivt  tiinlli. 
ing  of  watches,  mereiv  by  dint  of  his  own 
natural  genius.

An  intimacy  taking  p.ace  betv.eeu  Mr 
Matiliiefon  and  the  ?.bove  perfoii,  pofu- 
bly  on  account  of  the  former  Wiihuig  to 
attain  to  a  knowledge  of  engraving,  tney, 
in  a  lliort  time,  conceited  a  plan  i  f  at(.,r- 
gcry  on  tlie  Darlington  Bank.  In  this 
they  too  happily  fucceeded ;  hut  as  the 
notes  in  the  country  banks  are  quickly 
circulated,  it  fv)on  became  known  that  a 
forgery  had  been  committed.  In  conft- 
quence  the  country,  as  well  as  the  Bank, 
was  al.nmed,  and  every  poflible  incthcd 
adopted  to  trace  Matthiefon,  tlic  pcrluu 
who  had  uttered  tliem. 

.From  the  moment  Matthiefon  fonbnk 
viitiie,  he  has  repeatedly  declared,  vslta 
the  deeped  regret,  that  peace  wa>  a  fir.Hi' 
ger  to  hia  bread.  Fain,  very  tain,  wou'd 
he  have  retracted  what  he  had  done  ;  h.i. 
alas  !  it  wai  not  to  be  undone,  iir  hiL 


ially  refpected  in  that  part  of  the  country 
where  he  lived  ;  and  might  have  remain¬ 
ed  in  that  happy  date  till  this  Imiir,  had 
irot  an  improper  coniieclion,  inir<ed  to  an 
iiigenions  mechanical  turn  of  mind,  en¬ 
ticed  him  troni  that  humble  dation  of 
Ironed  labour  la  which  Providcucc  had 
placed  liim.

There  are  men  whofe  powers  operate 
only  at  Icifore  and  in  retirement,  and  whofe 
intellcdual  vigour  deferts  them  in  con- 
verfation ;  whom  merriment  confufes,  and 
objection  difconcerts  ;  whofe  baihfulncfs 
retrains  their  exertion,  and  fuffers  them 
not  to  fpcak  till  the  time  of  fpeaking  is 
paft ;  or  whofe  attention  to  their  own 
charadter  makes  them  unwilling  to  utter 
at  hazard  what  has  not  been  cenfidered, 
and  cannot  be  recalled. 

Of  Dryden's  fliiggilhnefs  in  converfa- 
lion  it  is  in  vain  to  fearch  or  to  gwefs  the 
caufe.  He  certainly  wanted  neither  fen- 
timents  nor  language  ;  his  intclle^Ual 
trcafurcs  were  great,  though  they  were 
locked  up  from  his  own  ufe.  His 
thoughts,  when  he  w  rote,  flowed  in  up¬ 
on  him  fo  faft,  that  his  only  care  was 
which  to  chiife,  and  which  to  rejedl. — 
Such  rapidity  of  compofilion  naturally 
promifes  a  flow  of  talk;  yet  wc  rauft  be 
content  to  believe  what  an  enemy  fays 
of  him,  when  he  like  wife  fays  it  of  him- 
fclf.  But  w'hatcver  was  his  charadcr  as 
a  companion,  it  appears  that  he  lived  in 
familiarity  with  the  higheft  perfons  of  his 
time.  It  is  related  by  Carte  of  the  Duke 
of  Ormond,  that  he  ufed  often  to  pafs  a 
night  with  Dryden,  and  thole  with  whom 
Dryden  conforted  :  who  they  were,  Carte 
has  not  told  ;  but  certainly  the  convivial 
table  at  which  Ormond  fat  was  not  fur- 
rpunded  with  a  plebeian  focicty.  He  was 
indeed  reproached  with  boafting  of  his 
familiarity  with  the  great;  and  Horace 
will  fupport  him  in  the  opinion,  that  to 
plcafe  fuperiors  is  not  the  loweft  kind  of 
merit. 

The  merit  of  plcafing,  muft,  however, 
be  eftiraated  by  the  means.  Favour  is 
not  always  gained  by  good  adfions,  or 
laudable  qualities.  Carefles  and  prefer¬ 
ments  are  often  beflowed  on  the  auxili¬ 
aries  of  vice,  the  procurers  of  plcafurc,  or 
the  flatterers  of  vanity.  Dryden  has  ne¬ 
ver  been  charged  with  any  perfonal  agency 
unworthy  of  a  good  charader;  he  abetted 
vice  and  vanity  only  with  his  pen.  One 
of  his  enemies  has  accufed  him  of  lewd- 
nefs  in  his  converfation  ;  but  if  accufation 


without  proof  be  credited,  who  (hall  be 
innocent  ? 

His  works  afford  too  many  examples 
of  diffolute  lictntiou/nefs,  and  abjeO  adn. 
lation;  but  they  wete  probably,  like  hii 
merriment,  artificial  and  conftrained;  the 
effedts  of  ftudy  and  meditation,  and  hia 
trade  rather  than  his  plcafurc. 

Of  the  mind  that  can  trade  in  corrup- 
tion,  and  can  deliberately  pollute  itfelf 
with  ideal  W’ickednefs  for  the  fake  of 
fpreading  the  contagion  in  fociety,  1  wi(h 
not  to  conceal  or  excufe  the  depravity.— 
Such  degradation  of  the  dignity  of  geuius, 
fuch  abufc  of  fuperlative  abilities,  cannot 
be  contemplated  but  with  grief  and  in¬ 
dignation.  What  confolation  can  be  had, 
Dryden  has  afforded,  by  living  to  repent, 
and  to  teftify  his  repentance. 

Of  dramatic  immorality  he  did  not 
want  examples  among  his  prcdeccflor% 
or  companions  among  his  contempora¬ 
ries  ;  but  in  the  meannefs  and  ferviliiy  of 
hyperbolical  adulation,  I  know  not  whe¬ 
ther,  fince  the  days  in  which  the  Roman 
emperors  were  deified,  he  has  ever  been 
equalled,  except  by  Afra  Behn,  in  an  ad- 
drefs  to  Eleanor  Gwyn.  When  once  he 
has  undertaken  the  talk  of  praife,  he  no 
longer  retains  (hamc  in  himfelf,  nor  fup- 
pofes  it  in  his  patron.  As  many  odori¬ 
ferous  bodies  arc  obferved  to  diffufc  per- 
fiimes  from  year  to  year,  WMthout  fenfible 
diminution  of  bulk  or  weight,  he  appears 
never  to  have  impoverifhed  his  mint  of 
flattery  by  his  expences,  however  lavilh. 
He  had  all  the  forms  of  excellence,  Intel- 
le^ual  and  moral,  combined  in  his  mind, 
with  endlefs  variation ;  and  when  he  had 
feattered  on  the  hero  of  the  day  the  gol¬ 
den  (bower  of  wit  and  virtue,  he  had 
ready  for  him,  whom  he  wifhed  to  court 
on  the  morrow,  new  wit  and  virtue  with 
another  (lamp.  Of  this  kind  of  mean¬ 
nefs  he  never  feems  to  decline  the  prac¬ 
tice,  or  lament  the  necefiity ;  he  coniiders 
the  great  as  entitled  to  encomiaftic  ho¬ 
mage,  and  brings  praife  rather  as  a  tri¬ 
bute  than  a  gift,  more  delighted  with  the 
fertility  of  his  invention,  than  mortihrd 
by  the  profiitution  of  his  judgment.  It 
is  indeed  not  certain  that  on  thefe  occa- 
(ions  his  judgment  much  rebelled  againft 
his  interefi.  There  are  minds  which  ca- 
fily  (Ink  into  fnhmifTion,  that  look  on 
grandeur  with  iiiidiftinguilhing  reverence, 
and  difeover  no  defeat  where  there  is 
elevation  of  rank,  and  affluence  of  riches.

Many  illiterate  fanatics,  who  have 
profaned  all  that  is  facred  and  venerable 
in  the  golpel,  by  their  vile  and  nonfen- 
fical  harangues,  have  been  elcdted,  fol¬ 
lowed,  and  admired  by  the  people.— 
The  editor  proceeds : 

I  WILL  venture  to  affirm,  in  fpite 
of  Lord  Clarendon  and  Dr  Burn,  that  we 
have  not  a  brother  fo  ignorant  and  lo 
impudent  as  to  dare  to  preach  to  feven 
old  women  in  a  hogftye,  what  doiftors 
and  bilhops  h-ve  preached  before  univer- 
filics  and  kings 

The  very  high  encomiums  which  T 
bad  heard  always  parted  on  epifcopalian 
fermons,  and  the  very  rtiocking  ideas  that 
I  had  been  taught  to  entertain  of  a  fer- 
mon  preached  in  a  barn  by  a  dill'cnter, 
naturally  led  me  to  fuppofe,  when  I  Brrt 
read  the  folio «ying  Efay,  that  the  firrt 
fort  would  exemplify  Mr  Claude's  rules, 
which  I  perceived  were  rules  of  good 
fenfe,  and  that  the  lad  would  exemplify 
the  vices  which  he  cenfures :  but  I  foon 
found  myfclf  greatly  deceived.  It  was 
I  natural  then  to  enquire,  how  one  fort 
acquired  the  reputation  of  being  learned, 
orthodox,  pious  rtandaeds  of  pulpit  ex¬ 
cellence  ;  w'hilc  the  others  were  deemed 
ignbrant,  illiterate,  contemptible  febif- 
matics  and  heretics,  whofc  very  reputa¬ 
tion  is  fcaudal,  when  their  enemies  are 
forced  to  give  it.** 

The  editor,  it  is  true,  in  his  notes, 
produces  fomc  ridiculous  partages  from 
Birtiop  Gauden,  and  other  divines  of  the 
ertablifhed  church,  which  muft  be  attri¬ 
buted  to  the  falfe  taftc  which  prevailed 
among  writers  of  every  clafs  abont  the 
middle  of  the  laft  century,  and  was  not 
generally  e^^ploded  for  many  years  after¬ 
wards. 

With  regard  to  his  not  finding  ai  many 
fxamples  as  he  expe^ed  of  the  vices 
cenfured  by  M.  Claude,  in  the  writings 
of  the  diflenters,  it  may  be  obferved,  that 
the  rhapfodies,  w'hich  have  been  preach¬ 
ed  in  b^riia,  if  publifbed,  have  been  foon 
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fwept  out  of  the  literary  world  ;  that  th 
notable  compofitions,  which  are  quoterf 
by  the  author  of  Prefbyterian  Eloque-nr. 
and  by  Roger  L*Eltrange,  in  his  Colkc 
tionol  Diflenters  Saying,  have  like>^iie 
been  long  fince  buried  in  oblivion  ;  and 
that  the  editor  of  this  volume  might  ri. 
rather  chu<e  to  feek  his  ludicrous  ex' 
amples  in  the  works  of  a  Biftiop  than  iii 
the  writings  of  a  fanatic.

The  principal  part  r.i  this  treatife,  we 
arc  told,  was  publilhcd  five  years 
ago  At  Edinburgh,  as  a  Thejis  ;  and  was 
favourably  received.  It  exhibits  a  well 
digefted  hiftorical  and  fyltematical,  as 
well  as  practical,  view  of  the  difeafe  of 
which  it  treats.  In  difeufling  the  me¬ 
thod  of  cure,  the  author  very  juftly  re¬ 
probates  evacuations,  and  particularly 
biccoing,  which  had  been  much  ufed  by 
the  ancients,  and  recommended  by  every 
writer  on  the  fubje<5f,  till  the  publication 
of  Dr  FothergilTs  ingenious  treatife.— 
He  takes  notice  of  Huxham's  pernicious 
concefiion  in  favour  of  this  evacuation, 
as  well  as  of  Dr  Rurtel*s  approbation  sf 
this  injurious  practice  ;  the  evil  tenden¬ 
cy  of  which  the  author  had  particular 
occafion  to  obferve ;  having  been  born 
iu  a  Qtuation  where,  from  the  very  great 
frequency  of  the  difeafe,  it  was  known  in 
the  neighbouring  country  by  the  name  of 
the  Kidderminfter  fore-throat.— “  So 
long  as  the  prepofleflion  in  favour  of 
bleeding  prevailed  there,  it  was  one  of 
the  moll  fatal  of  difeafes  ;  but  fince  the 
lancet  has  been  laid  afide,  and  the  anti- 
feptic  method  only  depended  upon,  it 
has  proved  one  of  the  moll  certain  and 
cafy  to  be  cured.’* 

The  author  takes  notice  likewofe  of  the 
bad  eff^s  rcfulting  from  the  exhibition 
of  Emetic  tartar  and  ^ames^s  po^ivder  in 
this  difeafe,  which  fome  practitioners  bad 
been  induced  to  adminiiter,  on  account 
of  the  adv^tages  derived  from,  the  ufe 
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antimonials  in  other  fevers.  The  con- 
fequenccs,  he  oWervts*  were  generally 
fcrv  bad ;  large  evacutions  by  ftool  com¬ 
monly  followed  their  life,  to  the  certain 
deftrudtion  of  feme,  and  the  great  injury 
of  others.^* 

The  bark  is  the  remedy  which  ib  rnoft 
to  be  depended  upon  in  this,  as  well  as 
in  other  putrid  and  malignant  difeal'es. 
“  Its  efficacy  in  this  difeafe,  fays  the  au¬ 
thor,  has  furpafled  the  healing  powers 
experienced  from  it  in  every  other  in- 
ftance.  Thole  who  have  tried  it  mofl  in 
this  complaint  heft  know  how  ahfolutely 
it  fubdues  the  difeah-,  which  is  more 
certainly  cured  by  the  early  application 
of  this  remedy,  than  any  difeafe  of 
equal  confeqiicnce  by  any  means  what¬ 
ever.  This  is  the  language  of  all  thofc 
phyficians  who  have,  from  long  expe¬ 
rience,  had  the  bed  opportunities  of 
learning  the  true  nature  of  the  diforder, 
and  obferving  the  good  effeifts  of  the 
bark;  a  medicine  upon  which  great  de¬ 
pendence  has  for  many  years  been  placed 
in  this  country.'^ 

In  ftiott,  the  author  obferves,  that,  in 
his  neighbourhood,  wlicrc  the  malignity 
of  the  difeafe  had  indeed  been  much 
abated  for  fome  years  paft,  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  it  was  become  fo  familiar  in 
many  places,  that  the  good  women  them- 
ftlves  cured  it  by  means  of  the  bark,  and 
antifeptic  (teams. 

On  the  whole,  this  treatife  contains  a 
very  judicious  and  well-digefted  account 
of  the  difeafe,  both  as  deferibed  by  pre¬ 
ceding  writers,  and  as  obferved  by  the 
author  himfelf.  The  principal  purpofe 
of  it,  to  ufc  the  anthor^s  own  words, 
“  is  to  record  the  difeafe  as  it  has  ap¬ 
peared  in  this  country  (Worcefter),  and 
to  recommend  to  the  public  a  method  of 
treatment  which  has  long  been  fuccefs- 
ful,  and  is  now  adopted  by  all  the  phyfi¬ 
cians  in  this  city  and  county.’^ 

Some  obfervations  are  added  on  the 
putrid  or  malignant  Angina  Tracheolis^  as 
diftinguiOied  from  the  iufiammatsry  and 
fpafmod'tc  kinds.  Here  too  he  has  collec¬ 
ted  into  one  view  the  accounts  given  of 
this  difeafe  by  preceding  writers,  under 
the  different  titles  of  the  Croups  ^Acute 
Afihmay  and  briefly  lays  down
